The 
lirst is that if, a man speaks with.ea.se, charm, 
and force he is not much of a thiakcr, and 
that 'he is still less of doer. The other js 
that a man who besitatbs in his speech eitd finds 
dilficnity in expressing his thoughts possesses 
Uioushta too deep for expression. 

Th&ty years iu tlie House of Conimmis ouglil 
to cure any man of these delusions. The level 
of speaking in the House of Commons is high. 
I atu nob goiug to pretend that from three 
o'clock in the afternoon of Monday until four 
o’clock on Friday the wooden panels of Wie 
House of Cdnunous resound with peals of Demos- 
thenic eloquence, ft is uot Domostheiuo, neither 
is it drivel. Most of the speeches are exceUenl 
expositions of the point <ft view which the 
speaker seeks to enforce. 

Hovr TO SCCCESM AS .AS M,T. ' 

Let U10 give this bit of advice to any man 
who has an ambitiou to enter upon a .Parlia- 
mentary career. To bo a sudcessi'ul member 
of Parliament you must- not only be a good 
speaker, but also a good listcuer. Good speak- 
ing is not absolutely indispensable to political 
iiic^s. “ Trusting to the inspiration of the 
moment.” is a fatal phrase, .upon which, many 
'proinisiug career.*! ho-ve been wrecked. The 
surest road to vnspiratioo -is preparatiou. The 
more voluble you. are naturally, tUo harder you 
ought to labour. A natural gift is a fatal snare 
for the indolent. . I have seen many bnlhanl 
tncu caught ,auii arrestocl .by their own taleuts.

On the 
other huud, I. havo scon uintjy a- clumsy but 
l>creOveriug tortoise waddle sitccessfuHy t<> i;ue 
gold. The mnst.evy in spe*.ich can ouiy be 
reached by mastery in your subject. ;

Do not play n 
selfish game. Don^t calculate too closely 
whether, from your personal point of view, a.

H* you always weigh 
effort from the point of view of its advertising 
value you will soon find that the general public 
will iu the cud discover w’liat is only a.dvercise- 
ment.

.T.u office or out of office your motto sJiould be 
nob I get on” but *‘I serve.” -
